Colonel Clark Says the Friends of lams
Cau Bring Suit.

New York. July 25. The punish-
ment inflicted on Private Thomas lams
of the tenth regiment of the Pennsyl-
vania national guard, stationed at
Homestead. Sunday afternoon for pro-

posing three cheers for the mau who
shot Frick formed the principle subject
in National guard circles in this city to-

day. The consensus of opimou seems
to be that the punishment was unpre-
cedented aud barbarous, and Colonel
Streator was loudly denounced for not
giving the man the benefit of a court
martial. Brig. Geo. Emmons Clark,
the former commander of the Seventh
regiment, said: "Colonel treator'a act
baa no precedent in this state. The
military code of New York would not
admit of such punishment. Of course
we cannot judge of conditions and cir
cumstances at Homestead! but it seems
to me that the punishment was carried
to the extreme. As there was no mar-
tial law proclaimed at Homestead I
don't see how lams could have been
punished without a military trial. If
Private lams has any friends 1 imagine
they will not hesitate long in bringing
a civil action against Colonel Streator."

. BERKS! AN RECORD.

He Lived in the West, Where He Made
Trouble.

Kansas City, July 25. The woul-b- e

assassin of Henry C. Frick spent the
first days of his life in America iu Kan-
sas and Colorado. He worked here in
a printing office four days while
tramping his i way ' to Kearney
county, where in a colony
of Russian Jetp, among whom he
remained for twa years taking part in
the murderous lights of that time;
from there be r;nt to Garden City,
where he workedVat the case until he
one day suddenly got off his sb ol, left
the office and racking up a big rock
hurled it througfi the window, striking
the foreman of the office, who was
alone at the time. He entered tbe
room, tumbled the type on the floor
and left town, i lie next turned
up at Pueblo, Col., where
be was imprisoned for stabbing
a man. When be got out he went east.
During part of the time he was with his
compatriots in Kearney couuty he
acted as local agent for a sewing ma.
chine company. He was always mo-
rose aud very violent when angred.
DENOUNCED BY BRITISH WORKMEN.

The Attempted Murder of Frick Con- -'

demned by Tom Mann.
Lonoox, July., 25. Tlie -- attempted

murder of FnclJ1 tbe Carnegie man-

ager, has aroused widespread attention
among the working classes. The gen-
eral expression is one of condemnation.
Tom Mann, the labor leader, who is
noted for the moderation of his views,
is reported as saying: "Tbe British
working classes will strongly condemn
any attempt at assassination under the
pretext of avenging the wrongs or
assisting the cause of labor. Indeed;
we working people of "Great Britain
have every reason to oppose anarchy,
for we have the making of the laws
ourselves and will soon have the full
control. Then, if capital treats labor
unjustly, we will pass laws that will
make the capitalists the anarchists if
they attempt to resist the laws."

Arrested an Accomplice.
Pittsbcro, July 25. Kark Knodt, a

local anarchist with whom Berkmann
lived, has beeu arrested for complicity
in the attempted murder of Mr.
Frick. He deuies all knowledge
of Berkmsnn's purpose. The. con-
dition of Mr. Frick contiuues
to improve. The doctors examined
his wounds tonight and found that no
symptoms of blood poisoning bad de
veloped. This is the extreme danger.
Mr. Frick sutlers considerable pain, but
still insists on conducting the immense
Carnegie business.

STIRS UP ALL HOMESTEAD

To the Exclusion of Every Other Subject,
How and for What He Waa

Humiliated.

IIoxestcap, July Si. An indirect
result of the shooting of Mr. Frick
gave Homestead its ooe existing topic
today. It was the case of W. L. lams,
the private of Company K, Tent regi-

ment, who shouted: "Hurrah for the
man who did, it!" when toid of the act
of Bsrkman, and as a punishment, was
strung up by bis in umbs, had one side
of his head and half his moustache
shaved, and was drummed out of
camp. In addition to this disgrace
the sentence carries with it dishonor-
able discharge from the National guard
and denial of the right to enlist in the
federal army and the rights of citizen
ship.

Homestead beople talk of
nothing else. Even the return of Hutch
O'Donnell after bis release from prison
was subordinated by it. Letters and
telegrams denouncing the treatment of
tnevoune man have been received in
Homestead, in Pittsburgh and by the
governor ot Pennsylvania.

One of the protests to Governor Pat--

tisoii was from asuington correspon
dents of Pennsylvania, asking for the
removal of Lieutenant Colonel btreator
who ordered the punishment of lams.
When Colonel Streator was told of this
totiight, he said if these correspondents
came over to bis camp and made any
such treatonable remarks as those made
by lams, he would be treated in the
way lams was treated. Young lams
threatens to brine suit against Colonel
Streatcr and Major General Soowden,
but this is by no means the most ser-
ious aspect of the case if reports be
tru. It has caused much feeling in
the National guard, particularly among
the rank and Hie, and members of the
Tenth reeiment are authority for the
Htaiemenl that Company K, to which
lams belonged, wilt have to be
disbanded because its men
do not intend to et after
their present terms of enlistment.
Several Tenth regiment men made this
statement to a United Press reporter
tonight. They say lams is not popular
but they wish to show their disapproval
of his punishment by leaving the mili-
tia.

Bta Action Approved.
Officers of, the troops almost gen-

erally approve Colonel Streator's ac-
tion. Colonel Case of the Fourth regi-
ment told bis men that if any of them
indulged in any jubilation' over Berk-mann- 'a

crime he would treat them the
same way. But if Colonel Case had
heard the expressions of some of his
soldiers he would have discovered that
they did not share his opinion
in approving . the . humiliating pun-
ishment accorded Private lams.
They condemned lams' remark, but
they thought his treatment brutal and
outrageous. Members of the Tenth
were seemingly a unit in upholding
Colonel Streator grew heated in their
condemnation of the di.giaced private
and lauded their commander for bis
action. If many of the officers think
lams was treated harshly, they failed
to say so. A few of them, however,
made comments not flattering to Colo-
nel Strealor'i action. .

Homestead today from Pittsburg,where
he spent the night, lie was looking
for Colonel Streator. He crossed the
river to the other side. lams came
back, but did not find the colonel.
